The majority of the council 
agreed that future residential de - 
velopment in the area would be 
adequately protected by the in- 
dustrial and city park zones, 
However, Mayor Haldeman said 
he felt the change in the general 
plan could prevent further de- 
velopment of Cable Airport, 

Council passed a zone change 
along with the general plan 
amendment that will extend the 
city park “‘clear zone’’ eastward 
750 ft, along 14th St, 

Dewey and Paul Cable, owners 
of the airport, requested council 
to widen the city park by .6acres 
to provide more of a clear zone 
over the landing pattern of planes 
using the airport, They pointed 
out that since a recent airplance 
crash in San Francisco, the FAA 
has stressed the importance of 
having at least a mile of clear 
zone area around airports, 

[he planning department is 
recommending the .6 acre to 
zoned for research and develop- 
ment, 

William Kaufer, president of 
the Foothill Little League, pre- 
sented the Councila resolution he 
drew up for the city stafftoclear 
the parking area of San Antonio 
Park and to take care of traffic 
Problems there, Haldeman ap- 
pointed a committee composed of 
Kaufer and Recreation Director 
Fred Taunton to study the park- 
ing and ingress and egress prob- 
lems and to come up with a solu- 
tion to the problem in time for 
the season which begins April 28, 

The council voted unanimously 
tO approve the application for fed- 
eral funds to develop a 25-mile 
long regional bicycle trail 
through Pomona Valley, There 
was considerable objection 
voiced to the $7,500 cost figure 


. Schools To Receive 
' Additional Millions 


A computer analysis prepared 
by the Assembly Education Com- 
thittee in Sacramento indicates 
that San Bernardino County 
§chools will get more than $18,3 
million in additional state aid in 
1973-74 under Senate Bill 90, 
» Under the bill, a school fin- 
ance-tax reform measure passed 
by the 1972 legislature, half of the 
€ounty’s 34 school districts will 
get less state support money, 
» This, of course, was the intent 
of the bill -- to equalize funds 
available for the education of 
Children in ‘“‘rich’’ districts 
which have high tax bases and 
poor”’ districts, where taxable 
resources are skimpy, 

The bill provides sharp in- 
greases in state aid to poor dis- 
tricts and reduces state support 


for wealthy districts, 

An Assembly Education com- 
mittee spokesman said the fig- 
ures are based on ’71-’72 calcu- 
lations and include only basic 
state school financial aid,

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Work Begins On Ist Part 
Of Hospital Expansion

Last Friday work began on the 
first part of a $17 million ree 
modeling and expansion program 
at San Antonio Community Hoa. 
pital (SACH) in Upland, Work 
is currently underway on the 
hospital's maternity unit, which 
is scheduled to be completed in 
mid-August, 1973, 

The entire project will be 
complete around 1980 accord- 
ing to Harnish, Morgan, and 
Causey architects’ plana, A 
new emergency facility, expanded 
out-patient facilities, new mental 
health unit and respiratory and 
therapy departments are planned, 
An impressive multi-story, i$5- 
bed “‘patient care tower” will 
be constructed beginning in 1978, 

Jim Chase, project manager 
from Harnish, Morgan and 
Causey, explained that the con- 
struction and remodeling ia being 
done in overlapping phases, in 
mid-March the existing fourth 
floor of the hospital {a to be 
completed and made useable for 
patient care, Around the end 
of June, expansion and remodel« 
ing of the ancilliary portions of 
the hsopital will begin, This 
will include the laboratory @ec- 
tlon and radiology facilities, 

Chase explained that the 
project has been a 10-year plan. 
ning project, In June of 1970, 
A,T, Kearney and Co,, Inc, man- 
agement consultants from Chica+ 
Bo submitted the first part of a 
ong-range study based on the 
hospital’s needs, Since the firat 
report, others have been revised 
and reviewed and the process 
will continue throughout the 
“years of building’’--until 1980, 

The study pointed out that the 
expansion program is designed 
to meet future growth tn the 
West End, and to serve a popu- 
lation which is expected to ine 
Crease by more than 50 percent 
by 1980,

~-Orange County Ia considered 
to be saturated and has little 
room for further growth, The 
hospital's service area, however 
contains an abundant amount of 
land available for development, 

~-Ontario International Airport 
will tie together a tranaportation 
complex already consisting of 
three railroads and two aoe 
east-west freeways connecting 
Los Angeles with the tnland ci« 
ties of Riverside and San Ber« 
nardino, 

~-The land (in the West End) 
is relatively inexpensive com 
pared to property available for 
development in other sections 
of the Los Angeles metropoli- 
tan area, 

The study al#o surveyed the 
SACH'’S service area-«Ontarlo 
compose the largest percentage 
of SACH patienta, Some 43,6 
percent of the hospital's approxl- 
mately 15,000 yearly inpatients 
reside in Ontario, 

Harnish, Morgan and Causey 
have furnished architectural ser- 
vices to the hospital since the 
1930's, A series of single-story 
pavillion-type structures were 
added to the original 1924 bulld- 
ing in 1941, 1945, 1953 and 19. 
58, In 1964, a multi-story struce 
ture, with all new service fa- 
cilitles was completed and the 
original building renovated, 

John Towers, SACH adminis- 
trator, sald the funds for most 


of the expansion program will 
be borrowed from banks and 
other lending institutions, 

In the remodeling of the ma- 
ternity ward there will be con- 
atruction of.a post delivery fa- 
cility to serve a# a recovery 
area for mothers immediately 
after giving birth, Installation 
of such as an area will provide 
for the constant supervision of 
post-delivery patients, 

The maternity in-patient area 
will also be modernized for fam- 
ilies of the patients, For couples 
practicing the La Maze method 
of childbirth, the hospital will 
provide a dressing room for 
fathers to change from atreet 
clothes into garb appropriate for 
the delivery room, The moder- 
nized maternity facility will also 
provide an entrance on San Ber- 
nardino St, for improved emer- 
gency access, 

A new emergency facility is 
needed to replace the hospital's 
current emergency room, which 
ig built to accomodate only 500 
patients a month, The hospital 
now services between 2,000 and 
2,500 emergency patients each 
month, 

A s@pacious waiting area will 
alao be built, and the emergenc 
room itself will be expande 
Furthermore, a heliport will be 
added to the emergency or “‘trau- 
ma center” as it is now called, 

The hospital’s out-patient fa~ 
cility must also be expanded to 
meet new trends in medicine, 
Towers said,

Ms, Petroff said she took her 
first “‘craft’’ type class some 
twenty years ago at Hollywood 
High School adult education when 
the family lived in Beverly Hills,

Ms. Petroff comes from Sofia, 
Bulgaria originally (where the 
age old fine art of metal enamel- 
ing had its start), She comes from 
a family of oil painters, Her sis- 
ter is a well-known oil painter in

Scopia, Yugoslavia and special- 
izes in portraits, For the last 
nine years Ms, Petroff has done 
oil painting herself and now has 
quite a collection of landscapes 
and floral still lifes adorning her 
rooms. 

Another adult education class 
in Ontario on Metal Enameling a 
couple of years ago gave her the 
inspiration for this type of art 
which is now her favorite, Ms, 
Petroff has produced more than 
30 hand-painted copper plates 
and several square pictures and 
oval-shaped pendants in the last 
year, 

“I'm trying to promote metal 
enameling not as a craft, but as 
an art,’" she emphasizes, “‘] 
wasn’t interested in using the 
traditional stenciling techniques 
and other less artistic and cre- 
ative methods,’’ she said, 

The uniqueness of Ms, Pet- 
roff’s refined style is what at- 
tracts admirers rightaway, Each 
one of her copper pieces is ade- 
tailed painting in miniature, Be- 
sides painting bright, colorful 
vases of flowers, she's painted 
Spanish-style homes, country 
churches with white steeples, 
landscapes of all kinds, modern 
houses and famous characters 
from operas, 

Her many pendants are all of 
different types of Madonnas, Sev- 
eral of her pieces have strong 
religious themes, She said she 
leafs through her ‘‘old Masters’”’ 
art books for inspiration for the 
painting. Her favorite period of

art is Dutch painting in the 1léth 
century, She enjoys Flemish art 
and is alse fond of the French 
Impressionists, 

“Metal enameling is very dif- 
ficult and when something's dif- 


ficult I have to take the chal- 
lenge,’ she said, The tradi- 
tional ‘‘dusting’’ the powdered 


enamel paint of the plates and 
using cut stencils isn't quite as 
difficult as trying to paint fine 
lines and create detailed scenes 
with the loose-grain medium, 
Ms, Petroff said the painting re- 
quires patience and intense con- 
centration, It usually takes her 
at least three days to complete- 
ly develop a picture on copper, 
She said she sometimes refires 
the plates as many as five times 
to achieve the desired effect, 
**Because of the metal you never 
really know what to expect when 
the piece comes out of the kiln!”’ 
she said, It’s very difficult to 
get two identical pieces because 
of the way different pieces of 
copper react, 

Ms, Petroff is quite encour- 
aged by the enthusiastic response 
to her exhibits, ‘“‘Everyone who 
sees them wants to take them 
home,”’ she said, She plans to 
sell pieces eventually and ‘‘keep 
making more,”’ 

Ms. Petroff explained that 
enameling is the process of ap- 
plying a thin coat of ground glass 
to a metal which, when heated 
to a high temperature, melts and 
becomes fused to the metal ~-- 
this is not to be confused with

“Give Me Some Of That ‘Divine Energy‘ ”’ 


They were sitting quietly ina 
main lounge at Pitzer College, 
The woman was attractive and 
looked to be in her mid-30s, Her 
older daughter was about 16; the 
younger one looked about 12, 

I sat down next to them and 
they eyed me curiously, It was 
understandable, I was carrying 
a stenographer’s pad, a camera 
and was dressed in a tight skirt 
and wearing high heels, They 
were wearing blue jeans and 
were contentedly barefooted, 

‘‘Are you part of the yoga 
class that’s supposed to meet 
here?’’ I asked, 

‘*Yes,’’ the woman said, ‘‘We 
meet here once a week, Uhm, 
who are you?” 

I told them I was a reporter 
and they seemed mildly sur- 
prised, but not suspicious or 
standoffish, as I’d somehow ex- 
pected, 

Other people joined us, They 
were of various ages, but most 
were young, They, too, were Cas- 
ually dressed in loose slacks, and 
most were barefooted, All were 
Kundalini yoga students, and they 
were well-versed in the subject, 
Theirs was an advanced class, 

Finally a slender, pre wo- 
man, who was of indefinable age 
and as neat as wax, arrived, 
This was Shatki, secretary to 
Yogi Bhajan, the group’s spiritu- 
al eader. 

Shatki (the name was given to 
her by her yogi, and means “Di- 
vine Energy’) was to teach the 
class that day. I introduced my- 
self to her, and said I hoped I 
wouldn’t be in the way. “‘We’re 
pleased that you're here,” she 
said, It was a simple statement -- 
something most people would say 
to be polite, But Shartki, Isensed, 
meant it, 

The class got underway, The 
students put fur mats or blankets 
on the floor and knelt on them, 
They formed a half-circle about 
Shatki, who knelt on the floor and 
looked over at me, “‘Do you want 
to do some of the exercises with 
us?’’ she asked, 


I was crouched on the floor, 
trying tokeep my short skirtfrom 
riding up and my knees from 
creaking, ‘‘I’d think [’d better 
put it off till another day,” I 
said. 

‘all right,.’’ Shatki was un- 
perturbed, ‘‘We’ll begin then, and 
I'll try to give you a runnjng ac- 
count of what’s going on,’ 

Shatki’s voice rose in an anci- 
ent chant, The others followed 
suit, Then the exercises began, 

‘*You must watch your flow of 
breath,’’ Shatki told her students, 
‘‘Become aware of the life force 
within you, We are all dependent 
on one source of all life -- one 
breath, We are totally dependent 
upon it, Breath is the link be- 
tween us, human beings, and the 
one or the creator,”’ 

Shatki turned to me, ‘‘Breath 
is very important for those of us 
involved in Kundalini yoga,’’ she 
explained, ‘‘We believe that when 
we inhale, we draw in the posi- 
tive elements; when we exhale, 
we’re expelling the negative. 

*“Most people are not aware of 
the tremendous potential of 
breath,”’ she continued, ‘“‘Most 
people breathe very quickly, This 
is hard om the nervous system 
and the psyche, Advanced Kunda- 
lini yoga students try to breathe 
slowly -- sometimes less than 
eight times in one minute, This 
makes the nervous system relax 
and it stimulates the pituitary 


gland, 

‘To be a happy person,”’ Shat- 
ki said, ‘‘one must be at ease 
and feel healthy, The glands of 
the body must function well and 
the mind must be clear, In the 
yogic way of life, one can re- 
lax and relate to everything 
around him efficiently and un- 
emotionally, 

‘*i is important for those who 
follow the yogic way of life to be 
in the world but not of i,” 

The yoga students went through 
their prescribed exercises, Some 
looked pretty difficult, but nobody 
gave out, Interspersed with the 
exercises were prayers and 


chants, ; 

The chants particularly inter- 
ested me, “‘We meditate upon one 
word -- such as OOAHM,” Shatki 
said, ‘‘To us, this becomes The 
Word. The primal sound, if you 
will, It is our connection with the 
one great force that gives us all 
life.’ 

The chants would have been 
monotonous for me except for 
the rise and fall in pitch and 
tone, and the combination of so 
many different voices, This was 
a class of not more than 30 stu- 
dents, but the increasing volume 
of the chants made them sound 
like a full-chancel choir of about 
100, 

After a while, I found myself 
tapping my foot and swaying 
slightly to the strange music, 
There was a definite rhythmic 
beat coming through, I was re- 
minded of the sound of backup 
instruments in some currently 
popular hard rock bands. 

In less than an hour, the clase 
was over, Shatki finished the ses- 
sion with a prayer that ended 
with the words: ‘‘May the long 
time sun shine upon you,”’ 

The yoga students, relaxed and 
refreshed, got up to go about 
their everyday tasks, 

‘The big difference between 
Kundalini yoga and Hatha yoga, 
which is the more common type, 
is that Kundalini is a more spiri- 
tual type of yoga, This type of 
yoga constitutes a way of life,” I 
was talking, with yoga student Sue 
Hertel. “In Kundalini, we use 
many Hatha yoga positions, but 
as taally committed and 
wholly 


involved.”’ 
“Hatha yoga has to do with 
ge the negative and positive 
energies of the body together,’’ 


instructor Shatki told me, ‘‘We 
look for a psychological and, de- 
finitely, a spir effect in our 
students. We are not solely in- 
terested in the physical,”’ 

“The word ‘spiritual’ is fre- 
quently mentioned, Is Kundalini 
y a re then?’” I asked, 

‘Definitely not,” Shatki 


stressed, ‘‘As I said, it’s a way 
of life, But it’s not a religion, 
We blend with all religious faiths, 
and members of all religious 
faiths study Kundalini yoga, If 
anything, Kundalini yoga in- 
creases a person’s faith in his 
own religion,’’ 

Shatki told me about Yogi Bha- 
jan, the group’s spiritual leader, 

‘Yogi Bhajan, or Yogi Ji (which 

means ‘Dear Yogi’), as we like to 
call him, was born in Northern 
India to a family of Sikh,’’ she 
said, ‘‘His family is what in In- 
dia would be considered ‘high 
caste’, and Yogi Ji was givena 
good education, In fact, he was 
quite a keen athlete when he was 
at Punjab University, He got in- 
terested in Kundalini yoga when 
he was just 18, and he attrib- 
utes much of his athletic prow- 
ess to it,”’ 

Shatki continued, “Yogi Ji 
came to this country almost by 
accident, He had a chance to 
teach at a Canadian university, 
but when he got to Canada, he 
found out the man who wanted to 
hire him had died, Yogi Ji was 
unemployed, He came to Cali- 
fornia to stay with some friends, 
and it was here that he felt he’d 
been called to teach, He’s worked 
extremely hard for the past four 
years ~~ trying to get the mess- 
age of the 3HO society across to 
the people...” 

I interrupted, ‘‘What’s this 3- 
HO?” 

She laughed, ‘“‘That’s our as~ 
sociation -- the Healthy, Happy, 
Holy society, Yogi Ji is our lead- 
er, and the father figure, I am 
the mother figure and Yogi Ji’s 
assistant, We have about 158,000 
‘caildren’ throughout the United 
States and 96 3HO headquarters 
in this Coury. 

Shatki introduced me toa young 
man named Michael Fowlis, once 
a math and psychology major at 
Harvey Mudd College. He is now 
a follower of Yogi jan, and the 
leader of the local 3HO ashram 
(headquarters), 

“Youll have to come to the 





ashram to see how we live,’” he 
said, ‘You can’t write a story 
about us by just coming to one 
Kundalini class, Our ashram’s a 
achool for future yoga teachers, 
I think you’ll find us interest- 
ing.’’ 

rhe ashram, located on Ham- 
ilron in Pomona, {ts a large, 
sprawling building that was for- 
merly a sanitarium, ‘‘You'll have 
to leave your shoes at the door,” 
a young girl told me when I en- 
tered the ashram, She wore a long 
white dresa, sparsely embroid- 
ered at the sleeves, I noticed 
that all the ashram residents 
wore white, ‘‘The simple color of 
purity,’’ said Michael Fowlias, 
who also wore white, plus a tur- 
ban and beard, 

‘‘We get some strange looks 
from a lot of people around here,”” 
he said, ‘‘But once they realize 
we're not wild hippies or some 
sort of sex cult, they usually let 
us alone,”’ 

Frank — another ashram 
resident, took me on a quick tour 
of the place, Our firet stop was 
the ‘Sadna’ -~ a long, sunny room 
on the first floor where mem- 
bers of the ashram gathered to 
meditate, chant and pray, The 
‘Sadna’ room was devoid of fur- 
niture, but the floor was covered 
with a bright blue rug, I asked 
Frank Singh if the color had sig- 
nificance, 

“All colors have = signifi- 
cance,”” he replied, ‘‘Blue, of 
courge, is a tranquil color, It 
soothes the mind and readies one 
for higher thoughts, Generally, 
blue is a color with good vibra- 
tions.”’ 

My guide told me other es- 

pecially good colors were gold 
and, of courge, white, 
‘What about red?’’ I asked, (1 
was wearing a bright red jacket,) 
“That's a color with bad vibra- 
tions, isn’t it?’’ 

“Usually,” he agreed, ‘It’s a 
rather violent color, Though it 
can be used in small doses to 
raise the consciousness, But, 
yeah, red has bad vibes,” 

“1 knew it,’” I said, ‘The only 
time I ever get traffic tickets is 
when | wear this jacket,”’ 

Frank Singh grinned, ‘Well, 
there, You see, What I’ve just 
said about color vibes -- it’s 
true!’’ 

On the second floor of the ash- 
ram there were bedrooms, and 
an old-fashioned bathroom with 
authentic mosaic tile, Down- 
stairs there were more bed- 
rooms, a dining center and a 
kitchen, 

Another white-clad_ girl 
brought me a cup of tea, ‘That's 
our special brew,’’ Frank Singh 
said, “Drink it and tell me what 
you think of it.”’ It was delici- 
ous, 

“We make it with special 

herbs,”’ he said, ‘‘It’s therapeu- 
tic, as well as tasting good, As 
you might already know, we're all 
vegetarians here and we rely 
heavily on natural herbs and jul- 
ces,”’ 
Michael Fowlis and I sat under 
a tree in the yard in front of the 
ashram, ‘‘We’re actually a pretty 
conservative bunch,” he said, 
‘*We believe in the innate grace 
of women, and we respect them 
as wives and mothers; we don’t 
drink; we don’t take drugs ~~ and 
we’re trying very hard to help 
people.”” 

He continued, ‘‘One of the big- 
gest problems in Western society 
today ig the drug problem, Drugs 
always appear on the scene when 
people have the most leisure time 
or are at a peak point in their 
civilization, Now by drugs, I 
don’t just mean marijuana or her- 
oin or cocaine, Whiskey is alsoa 
drug. All of these things, com- 
bined, are helping to wreck West- 
ern civilization, We’re presently 
living in a drugged society, and 
3HO is one group that doesn’t want 
to see all the potential strength 
in this country just go, down the 


tube, 
‘“‘Our 3HO centers around the 





country have helped innumerable

Fowlis continued, “The way we 
do it isn't any miracle either, We 
put drug users on a strict natural 
diet, and get them interested in 
doing exercises and meditating -- 
looking into the self, Moat heavy 
drug users are insecure people 
who have come to rely on drugs 
ag & way to escape, Once they 
learn they have value as human 
beinga, these people realize they 
don’t need drugs «= and the depen= 
dence vanishes, Atthe same time, 
their new natural diet ts cleansing 
their bodies and this alters their 
consciousness, Poaltive thoughts, 
instead of negative thoughts, 
atart making headway, It's beaue 
tiful to watch people come back 
to life this way,”’ 

Fowlis said 3HO has been able 
to get people off heroin in three 
weeks, ‘And they’ve had no with= 
drawal symptoma, 


‘We're now aetarting to get 
overnment grants for our work 
n this area, Before, we were 
doing | everything atrictly on our 
own, 

“Do you ever have too many 
people knocking on your door at 
one time?”’ I asked, 


“Worse than that,”” Fowlls 
said, ‘‘We've even had people 
try to break in here -- for help 
or whatever, Once a man who 
was running from the police burst 
into the ashram, He didn’t know 
who we were or what we coulddo 
for him, but he felt we were the 
only people he could turn to for 
help, 

“We are willing to help almost 
anyone,"’ Fowlis sald, ‘But we’ re 
also busy with our general duties, 
and this ashram isa private resi- 
dence, We'd appreciate it ii peo- 
ple would, well, just telephone 
first,’’ 

That night, in a amallgymnag- 
ium on the Pomona College cam~- 
pus, Yogi Bhajan directed a group 
of about 40 couples through the in- 
tricacies of Tantric yoga, 

The couples knelt on the floor, 
facing one another, They clasped 
hands, closed their eyes, and Eee 
gan the deep breath : ooo 
that is so important Kunda- 
lini yoma. 

Youi Bhajan, resplendent in 
long white robes, sat on a amall 
altar and spoke softly tothe med- 
itating couples, 

“Close your eyes andturn your 
vision inward, See into the self 
- +.» you are becoming one,. , all 
fears, hurts and frustrations of 
the past will leave you, Breathe 
deeply and seek the inner light,’ 

The couples sat immobile, 
hands Clagped, their faces turned 
upward -~ toward one another, 

‘It was wonderful,’’ said a 
young participant later, ‘I could 
almost feel what my partner was 
thinking, My mind just felt like 
it was expanding,”” 

“Prankly sitting there with 
my eyes closed, I almost fell 
asleep,’” said a man who had 
never before practiced yoga, “‘It 
was my wife’s idea tocome here, 
i she got something out 

“That I did,” she said, ‘And 
you would, too, if you’d open your 
mind to it,’” 

Her husband shrugged his 
shoulders, ‘‘Maybe, But I'd rath- 
er be home watching tv,” 

“I felt -- it was beautiful,” 
said a young man still in his 
teens, I haven't studied yoga 
very long, but I thought this was 


great,” 

‘*May the long time sun shine 
upon you,’’ I thought about the 
words later, 


“The Way is not hard,’’ Yogt 
Bhajan had said, “‘Finding the 
way is the difficult part,’

Rabies Is On 
Increase Here 


Although rabies and an- 
imal control is most often 
associated with dogs, one 
of the more critical prob- 
lems confronting the San 
Bernardino County Health 
Department's Animal Di- 
sease Control Division is 
wiid animals ranging 
from bats to baboons, 

In fact, last year alone 
the Animal Disease Con- 
trol Division conducted 
nearly 100 rabies exam- 
inations on wild animals 
with special emphasis on 
those which are consider- 
ed high rabies risks, 

These include bats, 
coyotes, bobcats, foxes, 
weasels, skunks, racoons 
and baboons, although 
bats are the only wild 
animals that have proved 
to be a carrier of rabies 
in San Bernardino Coun- 
ty. 

In 1971, the County 
Health Department re- 
corded 40 reported in- 
stances of individuals be- 
ing bitten by wild animals, 

These Cases occurred 
in many ways, Children 
are sometimes bitten 
when they corner a rat or 
gopher in their backyard 
and problems are occas- 
fonally encountered in the 
mountain resort areas, 

But Animal Disease 
Control Division officials 
report that a major por- 
tion of the bites are a re- 
sult of the recent trend to 
keep wild animals as 
household pets, 

Veterinarians discour- 
age this practice as indi- 
cated in the Dec, |S issue 
of the Journal of the Am- 
erican Veterinary Medi- 
cal Association which re- 
ported that the AVMA 
Counell is highly con- 
cerned with both the re- 
sulting danger of rabies 
to humans and inhumane 
treatment of wild animals 
which are kept in cap- 
tivity, 

Based on this concern, 
the Council has recom- 
mended the adoption of a 
resolution which reads; 
“*The AMVA strongly op- 
poses the keeping of wild 
or exotic species af ani- 
mals as pets and believes 
that all commercial traf- 
fic of these animals for 
such purposes should be 
prohibited,”’ 

There is no such com- 
mercial operation in San 
Bernardino County, but 
since wild animals are 
still being kept as pets 
the Animal Disease Con- 
trol Division enforces a 
special ardinance adopt- 
ed by the Board of Su- 
pervisors, 

This ordinance speci- 
fies that wild animals may 
only be kept with author- 
ization from the Health 
Department which can be 

ranted only if the animal 

s note a health hazard or 
public nuisance, 

In the enforcement of 
this ordinance, the Ani- 
mal Control Officers may 
require the animal to be 
caged or double fenced 
and that the facility be of 
adequate size, that it be 
kept clean, that the tem- 
perature be suitable for 
the animal, and that suf- 
ficient food and water be 
provided, 

What’s more, in the 
past year reported wild 
animal hites dropped 
from 40 in 1971 toonly 19 
in 1972 and Health Depart- 
ment officials believe en- 
forcement of the new 
regulation is largely re- 
sponsible, 


Of course, pet wild ani- 
mals is not the entire 
problem, The Animal Di- 
sease Control Division 
also receives many com- 
plaints about skunks and 
bats under and around 
homes, 

Officials advise that the 
best way to deal with this 
aituation is to plug all 
points of entry that might 
be used by the animals 
and put out mothballs, the 
odor of which is aneffec- 
tive deterrent, 

However, if any animal 
is behaving strangely or 
not in its usual manner, 
the Animal Disease Con- 
trol Division should be 
contacted immediately at 
383-1517 for a rabies ex- 
amination,

crease in grain prices, 
Grant said, have been 
around for a long time but, 
at the present time, they 
have all peaked at once, 
The cost of labor and 
freight to get feed to the 
animals has risen 35 per- 


years, The weather inthe 
midwestern states has 
been abominable, cauaing 
vast amounts of corn and 
soybeans to be left stand- 
ing unharvested, Demand 
for feed grains in foreign 
countries has increased 
tremendously, Grant said, 
along with the world-wide 
demand for meat, 

Grant reported that the 
U, S, Dep. of Agricul- 
ture is preparing to re- 
lease surplus grain héld 
in storage, The depart- 
ment has advised its com- 
modity offices to sell off 
surplus grain holdings as 
fast as possible, 

Thus, the farm leader 
aaid, the government's 
actions and the midwest- 
ern harvest of usable feed 
are expected to halt the 
current upswing in the 
cost of feed ingredients 
at their ot levels, 

“But holding feed costs
